This is not doing justice to the public question at 
issue, but perhaps it is the only course left for protecting his patents 
before the House of Lords, Into the public question we shall not 
go at present. In confirming the decision of Vice-Chancellor Bacon 
Lord Justice James expressed in very clear language how closely he 
coincided with the judgment of the Vice-Chancellor, and Lord Justice 
Mellish endorsed every word said by Lord Justice James.

Some 10 or 12 of these machines are now 
in daily use at the pits of the West Ardsley Company, and at other plices—preo 
sufficient of their success. Mr. Hurd, of Wakefield, is also an inventor wh 
paid much attention to coal-cutters, and has recently, in connection vy 
Simpson, one of the proprietors of the Lundhill Colliery, patented a ad epi 
machine, In addition, Mr. Hurd and Mr. Simpson have patented an invention of 
very great importance, and if successful, will do more than anything else to lead to 
the adoption of coal-cutting machinery in most mines of anyextent. It is a simple 
method by which air for working the machines can be compressed in any part of a 
mine, thus doing away withthe great expense necessary for compressing the air on 
the surface, There are also machines by the Messrs. Baird, Gillott, and Copley, 
Jones, and others, all of which have done good work, and ought to command the 
attention of colliery proprietors. However, before concluding, in justice to the 
colliers, he would say that there had for years past been an increased out-put of coal 
on their part, for whilst in 1865 the quantity raised by the actual miners in the 
kingdom was 352 tons each; in 1867 it was 372 tons; in 1870 it was 400 tons; and 
in 1571 it was 415 tons.

The 
Struve fan is to be found at several collieries in South Wales, The aerometers of | 
them are double acting, and the valves being placed at the side reduces the great 
loss power in the valves. The largest fan of the description just alluded to is at the 
Middle Duffryn Colliery, Aberdare, South Wales, the two aerometers being each 
20 feet in diameter, with Sin. stroke, capable of exhausting 10,000 cubie feet of air 
by each stroke, 80,000 eubie feet being exhausted per minute. The cost of sucha 
fan is rather more than 1000/. The Guibal fan is now pretty well known in different 
parts of England, and one has just been put down at the Manvers Main Colliery, 
near Sheffield, which has becn in the highest degree successful, not only for all pur- 
poses of ventilation, but in effecting a very large saving in fuel as compared with 
the furnace. The fan has many other advantages, especially if adopted at those 
mines where a great deal of gas is produced, and there is every appearance that Ue 
system is finding a good deal of favour, and in many instances at the present time 
is supplanting the furnace. 

The best system of working coal is one of very great importance. Much, how- 
ever, depends on the nature of the strata, the thickness of the seam, and other cir- 
cumstances. In Yorkshire there are several scams of coal sunk to, but scarcely any 
two of them are worked on the same principle. Of the various beds being worked 
are the following, with the distances from the Barnsley seam ;—

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The underground carriage of coal has undorgone very many changes during the | 
past 30 years, and even at the present time still greater changes are being made. 
Not very long ago coal was carried in wicker baskets fitted to the backs of women 
and supported by a strap passing over the forehead, but Lord Ashley's Act of 1842 
drove women out of the pits altogether, and very properly so too. Thenext method 
was by the sledge, which was merely a wooden box placed in a frame partly covered 
with iron. This was followed by something like a wooden railway, which in its 
turn gave way to the iron rails and horse power. In many mines, however, th: 
endless wire-rope and the tail rope have been brought into operation most success 
fully, and at the same time economically ; still, in the majority of places horse 
power is even now the great motor, although it is admitted that the performance 
of a horse underground is not more than one-third or one-fourth of what it is on the 
surface. Some experiments made during the past year with compressed air-engines 
for hauling underground lead to the belief that that system will supersede all others 
where economy and efficiency are studied. 

Compressed air machinery is also fast being adopted, and if from 1 Ib, of steam 
pressure 3 or 4 lbs. of air-pressure is obtained, as we are informe: is the case even 
now, then we have another agent that will tend materially to diminish the future 
consumption of fuel for manufacturing and other purposes. Science will not stand 
still, but new inventions will be brought to light for the purpose of contracting our 
consumption, and our waste of coal, whilst it is more than probable that new fields

east shafts, exhausting and compre g fans, steam jets, piston and vilves, &e. 
He also reviewed th: ous contrivances in use for making the fire-damp less 
dangerous, such as the safety-lump, fire-damp indicator, &e. He suggested a mode 
of ventilation by compressing air, and distributing the sime by a system of pipes 
to all workings in a mine. In the course of an animated discussion, Mr. Hacking’s 
suggestion was opposed on the ground that a system of pipes ina mine would be 
too liable to breakage and derangement. Fan ventilation was also liable to failures 
on account of wear and tear of the machinery. Ventilating by furnaces was un- 
certain, and sometimes dangerous, Steam jets had been tried below without 
effect. It, however, appears that Mr. Seott, of Gorton, is about to apply the steam 
jet toa mine in Wales, and a succe result is fully anticipated. Full details of 
the apparatus and the experi appear inthe Journal.

CoaL IN THE ISLE oF WiGur.—A sensation has been produced 
by the announcement in several newspapers of the discovery of coal in the Isle of 
Wight, at Whitecliff Bay. This coal, or rather lignite, is nothing new. In 1846, 
these beds were described by Mr. Priestwich, and ascertained to be merely lignite 
beds. Since that time they have been carefully explored by the Geological Survey, 
and were especially described by Mr. Bristow, in 1862. Writing on the Brackles- 
ham beds, he says “The lower beds are remarkab’e for the quantity of vegetable 
matter contained in them, not, however, in the sh: p> of leaves, as is the case in 
some of the lower Bagshot beds, but in the form of lignite, constituting solid beds 
from 15 in. to 2 ft. 3in. thick. 

CoaL tN Sussex.—The Wealden exploration boring progresses sa- 
tisfactorily. It is down 157 ft., which is about 40 ft. below the lowest known beds 
in the Wealden (the Poundsford beds). Tne boring has passed through 20 ft. of 
gypsiferous strata, including two solid beds of gypsum 4 and 6 ft. thick respec- 
tively. The alabaster brought up by the borer is of the finest character, its white- 
ness being equal to that of the finest Italian, used for statuettes, vases, &c. 

Fur. In IRELAND.—The engineer to the Belfast Board of Guar- 
dians has just tested a quantity of Ivish lignite as asteam-producing agent. Three 
ewt. of lignite converted into steam, 80°33 cubic foot of water under a pressure of 
12 Ibs. to the square inch, and boiled off 5-641 lbs. of water for every pound of lig- 
nite consumed. He also took 3 ev t. of Scotch coal, and it changed 34:12 eubic feet 
of water under a similar pressure, and boiled off 6°24 Ibs. of water for each pound 
of coal. Consequently, for steariing purposes, 9 tons of lignite are equal to 8 tons 
of Seotch coal. An extensive coal bed has been discovered near Lack, in the county 
of Fermanagh. A small strearn running between two hills has worn away the soil 
and left the coal exposed. The coal has been |tested, and pronounced by Ennis- 
killen merchants to be superior to Leitrim and Dungannon coal, and equal to the 
best kinds of English. It burns brightly, contains much gas, and leaves little or 
noash. At the Grand Canal Company of Ireland meeting Mr. W. Diggles La 
Touche made some interesting remarks on the question of peat fuel. He stated 
that to their company the subject was of the utmost importance, passing, as the 
Grand Canal does, through such extensive bog districts. It was to the interest of 
the company to make the resources of the country as valuable as possible, and es- 
pecially ut a time when there was almost a famine of what might be called a ne- 
cessary of life.—/ron. 

CoAL GAS FOR ILLUMINATION.—The improvements in the purifi- 
cation of coal gas used for illuminating purposes, and for mechanical purposes, an 1 
in apparaths therefor, invented by Mr. E. Wuirr, of New York, consists in 
methods and apparatus of purifying coal gas by friction and without use of water. 
The gas is brought from the main into a vessel which divides its volume, and thence 
into a vessel containing tar, from which it passes through a series of pipes, up the 
first pipe, and down the next, so on through the series, thence in a purified state to 
the gas main; each of the vertical pipes is provided with a scrubber and with a 
series of corrugated plates in the length of the pipe.

LEGAL COURTS OF ARBITRATION FOR THE SETTLEMENT 
OF TRADE DISPUTES. 

The disastrous internecine struggles between Capital and Labour, 
which are raging in the South Wales district and other parts of the 
country, are throwing the whole commercial machinery of the nation 
out of gear. Not only in the immediate locality are the dread re- 
sults of these conflicts manifest, but trade in every department, and 
in every part of the country, suffers more or less therefrom. The 
returns recently published certainly show a most remarkable elas- 
ticity of trade, and our exports of the staple manufactures are larger 
and more valuable than in any previous time in our history. There 
is, however, reason to fear that, notwithstanding this exterior sign 
of commercial prosperity, should the epidemic of strikes extend as 
they have of late, much of the trade and commerce which we now 
enjoy will be driven to distant shores, and other nations will become 
even more successful competitors than they are at present in the 
make and manufacture of many of those articles the superiority of 
which has placed England in her present proud position, and upon 
the continuance of which her future prosperity so greatly depends. 
Viewed in every light, the settlement of the gigantic struggles be- 
tween the employers and their men would be the most welcome in- 


| telligence which we could convey to our readers, and it is, there- 


fore, with no small devree of satisfaction that we find Mr. J. Coke 


| Fowler, the able stipendiary magistrate of Swansea, and the presi- 


dent of the Chamber of Commerce there, foreshadowing the esta- 
blishment of tribunals for the settlement of these trade disputes, 
with the legal power to enforce their decisions with fines, and, in 
case of non-payment, with imprisonment. Mere voluntary arbitra- 
tion has been found of but little or no avail, because whilst the em- 
ployers stand prominently before the public, and must abide by the 
award, the hundreds and thousands of workmen are not really so 
hound, and cases have been known in which they have repudiated 
an alverse decision, and refused to be bound thereby. In the case 
of legally constituted tribunals, however, power would be given to 
enforce obedience by imprisonment, &s is now the case in respect of 
the de-ertion of aseaman from his ship; and certainly we cannot see 
why the same law should not be made to apply to the collier or the 
puddler as the seaman. In both cases there is desertion from work, 
and one would think that the same punisliment should be meted out 
in hoth cases, 

Mr. Fowler justly observes that courts of the description he con- 
tends for lave long existed in France, and that with the greatest 
success; and although, probably, Englishmen would be slow to re- 
cognise our continental neighbours as an example in many respects, 
we may well take this leaf out of the book of the French people for 
the settlement of those trade disputes which so often arise to the 
injury of one andall. Taking it for granted that it would be for the 
common good that these disastrous strikes should be prevented, or if 
disputes should arise that they should be promptly and justly 
settled, and seeing that voluntary arbitration has altogether failed, 
we think great benefit would flow from the passing of an Act of 
Parliament, empowering her Majesty to establish tribunals of this 
character in all large centres of manufacture and commerce, The 
plan will, doubtless, meet with opposition by some sections of the 
community, who may view the practical operations of the Act as 
somewhat arbitrary,imasmuch as in free England you cannot enforce 
aman to work against his will, and for any stipulated sum. But 
these difficulties can easily be obviated by mutual agreement being 
entere| into between employers and employed for certain periods, 
or under certain contingencies. At all events, the decisions of the 
tribunal would have this result—they would§be final, and the work- 
men would know that once given it would be useless to still further 
agitate in favour of any more concession. Work on either side 
could only be resumed on the basis of the award pronounced by the 
tribunal. Weare firmly of opinion that such courts or tribunals for 
the compulsory settlement of these trade disputes will, ere long. 
form a branch of the institutions of our country. The frequency of 
strikes and their gigantic character all point in this direction, and 
for our part we think that great benefit would result therefrom. 
The decision of a judge and jury after the whole facts of the case in 
dispute had been argued pro and con could not but have great weight 
and authority, the public voice would in all probability side with 
the decision, whichever way given; ana if to this were added the 
legal power to enforce obedience to the decrees of the court by fine 
and imprisonment, we cannot but think that these disputes would 
he far less frequent, and that trade and commerce generally would 
be placed upon a more firm and satisfactory basis, 





REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 

March 6.—There was some talk at South Condurrow meeting the 
other day about the restoration of the fiveeweeks month. We can 
hardly fancy that anyone will be so unwise as to take such a step. 
Here are our best miners leaving the country by hundreds, and surely 
everything should be done to retain them in this country, and not 
to drive them elsewhere. Already most of the mines are under- 
manned, those in the St. Just district very seriously so; and after all 
the agitation of last year to go back to the old system would be to 
deprive the men generally of all confidence in their managers. That 
the abclition of the five-weeks month has caused some difliculties 
everyone who is at all acquainted with mining will admit; but to 
go back to the old state of things would only be to introduce others 
of a far more formidable character; and, after all, these difficulties, 
of which so much is occasionally mae, really resolve themselves 
into little more than a question of accounts, and would have dis- 
appeared long ago were it not for that rigid adherence to old ways 
which cramps so terribly the prosperity of Cornish mining enter- 
prise. There are so many grooves,and theyare worn so deep, that a good 
many otherwise thoroughly practical men seem never to be able to get 
out of them. These remarks are intended to be of general and not 
of special application. What has been stated at Condurrow has been 
hinted elsewhere, That they will not be accepted inall quarters we 
know; but we write in the interests of Cornish mining generally, 
and plain speaking is the best. The whole foundation for the ad- 
verse criticism that is sometimes bestowed (and not always unjustly) 
on the management of Cornish mines is that obtrusive conservatism 
of idea which is so oddly combined with the highest practical skill. 
Capt. Teague, who is rapidly becoming a large landowner, made his 
first publi¢ appearance in that capacity on Tuesday by taking the 
chair at the Wadebridge ploughing matches. Ilis thoroughly prae- 
tical remarks upon matters agricultural showed how well he had 
entered into the questions which interest the farmer.

Does not the success of the operations carried on by the principal 
bargain-buyers indicate in the plainest manner the need of improve- 
ments in the system of mining as too frequently practised ? We are 
all familiar with the fortunes made out of the Red River. Only 
the other day 7000/. worth of tin turned up under the dressing-floors 
of a knocked mine. And at Wheal Florence meeting it turned out 
that tinstuff the bargain-buyers offered 5/. 3s, for was worth—for it 
brought the money—9/, 7s. 6d., and what they offered 3/. 18s, for 
51. 53. Now, in that case they missed the bargain, but would such 
prices be offered at all if there were not sellers ready to take them ? 
The bargain-buyers are right enough in making what they can, but 
what of the mines ? 

We are gladto find that all the Western Railway Bills will pursue 
their course unchecked into Committee. There were a few, and those 
chiefly connected with Cornwall, in which the Standing Orders were 
for various causes not complied with. We are glad to announce that 
in all those cases the Standing Orders have been suspended, The belief 
gains ground that another five years will witness the extinction of the broad gauge. 
Already the Gieat Western is more narrow than broad. Already the Bristol and 
Exeter broad have reckoned up the cost of conversion, and find it will not exceed 
31,0007, And when once the Bristol and Exeter changes its gauge the South Devon 
ind Cornwall lines must follow suit. That this would materially benefit these under- 
takings is clear. //erapath sums up the bearing of conversion on the mineral rail- 
wiy trafficof the West veryclearly. “Certainly,” says our contemporary, ‘“‘theintro- 
duction of the narrow gauge would tend to enlarge the mineral trafiic of those (the 
South Devon and Cornwall) lines, as wells that of the Bristol and Exeter, and mineral 
traffic, especially on the Cornwall line, is rapidly becoming a very important item 
in the receipts. The mineral traffic of the Bristol and Exeter line last half-year was 
20,825/., against 17,086/. in the corresponding half-year, and inerease exceeding 
20 per cent., while their gross revenue was 2°3,022/., against 237,635/., an increase 
of some 7 percent. In the same period the South Devon miner: 1 traffic was 8418/., 
igainst 6797, increase 25 per cent.; their whole gross revenue 147,649/., against 
158,015/., increase 7 per cent. The Cornwall mineral tratlie 129‘. against 5088/., 
increase 45 per cent.; their entire gross revenue 61,354/. against 55,414/., increase 
11 percent. The percentages are only cast roughly, but they are sufficiently correct 
to Indicate how greatly the mineral traffic on these lines is increasing ; anc, if what 
we hear is true, there would be a perfect flow of traffic over the Cornwall line if the 
gauge weie changed to narrow. The Great Western has undoubtedly obtained an 
important traffic advantage by the change of gauge to the North and South Wales. 
It is believed that the advantage to the Bristol and Exeter, South Devon, and Corn- 
wall, particularly the latter, would be scarcely less signal.” 

The Mines Aasessment Question is making some progress. The sub- 
committee appointed to revise the draft Bill, as settled by Mr. Reilly in conference 
with the Cornish members, met on Wednesday, at Truro, when Mr. J. 5.

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REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSIIIRE. 

March 6.—Coal has again advanced this week, and the following 
are now the quotations in the West Dudley district :—Best thick 
coal, 25s.; commory, 18s. 61.; lumps, 17s. 6d.; locomotive, 16s. 6d. ; 
screenings, 13s.; black ditto, 12s.6d.; bright slack, 10s.; black ditto, 
9s. 6.: brooch coal, 20s.; and screenings, 18s. per ton of 2240 1bs, 
On the Wolverhampton side of the disirict, where the Thin coal mea- 
sures are principally worked, prices are proportionately firm, and a 
further official advance is expected to be made next week in the 
price of Cannock Chase district, the demand for which, chiefly on ac- 
count of household consumption, continues in excess of the available 
means of supply. Ironstones are 10 per cent. dearer. 

The East Staffordshire Iron Market continues remarkably strong, 
and some further advances in price have beenestablished. Pig-iron 
is on the basis of 7/. 12s. 6d. for best brands of native all-mine, but 
as the leading makers are not accepting orders this quotation must 
be regarded as to a greatextentnominal. Should the present aspect 
of the fuel market be maintained during the next month the quota- 
tion for all-mine pig on Quarter-day is practically certain to be 8/. 
per ton, and possibly more. Owing to the great scarcity of fuel 
there is no probability of any early increase in the number of blast- 
furnaces blowing in South Staffordshire. The market for finished 
iron is exceedingly firm. Earl Dudley and Messrs. Barrows have 
withdrawn their quotations, and for the present they are making 
every order the subject of a special negociation. Other leading firms 
are quoting bars 15/. 10s., and sheets (singles), 22/. per ton. Com- 
mon bars may now be quoted 13/, 10s. to 14/., and ordinary singles 
are firm at 212, On “Change at Wolverhampton yesterday (Wednes- 
day) Shropshire wire-ro:ls were quoted 1/. per ton dearer, the prices 
ranging, according to description, from 16/.to 182. per ton. For nail 
and roofing sheets the demand is specially buoyant, a large propor- 
tion of the orders being on account of local consumption. 

The rumour alluded to in our last report that Messrs. Bloomer and 
Sons’ well-known ironworks and collieries were about to be trans- 
formed into a joint-stock concern is confirmed, and it is also stated 
that asimilar movement is contemplated with regard to the works of 
Messrs. Bagnall and Sons, Goldshill, West Bromwich, but the latter 
statement requires confirmation. 

Another sale of Sandwell Park Colliery scrip (807. paid) has taken 
place at 210/. The sinking is still suspended for additions to the 
pumping machinery. The share capital of the newly-formed Mid- 
Cannock Colliery Company (Limited), amounting to 50,000/., has, we 
understand, been subscribed for three times over, although no pro- 
spectus was issued, and not asingle share was offered to the public. 
The promoters of the Cannock and Huntington Colliery Company, 
who have secured the lease of 1000 acres of Lord Atherton’s pro- 
perty, near the West Cannock Mine, have decided to offer a portion 
of the required capital (75,000/.) for public subscription, but whether 
at par or at a premium remains yet to be decided. 

A vigorous opposition to the Mines Drainage Bill is springing up 
in those parts of the district where the mines are comparatively 
free from water. One leading coalmaster assures us that the drain- 
age of his mine, which, under the proposed Act, would cost him 3$d. 
per ton, is now being accomplished satisfactorily for 4d. per ton, 
and he asserts that his is by no meansa solitary case. This certainly 
seems hard, but, on the other hand, the scheme would reclaim and 
bring into the market a vast area of valuable coal measures which 
are, and have been for many years past, “drowned out.” If the 
Bill could be so modified as to meet these cases of individual hard- 
ship there would be little doubt of its successful passage through 
Parliament. 

The Iron Trade in North Staffordshire is quieter, orders being 
checked by the alvancing prices. “Crown” bars are firm at 141, 
and in some instances as much as 142. 10s. is beingasked. Shipand 
girder-plates are, perhaps, the most prominent features of current 
enquiry. Coal is very scarce, and the ironmasters and other large 
consumersare in consequence placed in a somewhat serious difficulty. 

On “Change at Birmingham yesterday (Thursday) the firmness in 
the iron trade noticed at Wolverhamton on the previous day was 
well sustained, on the basis of 15/. for marked bars, and 20/. for 
sheets (singles). Good brands were quoted 103, to 20s. per ton extra. 
The feature of the market was the extreme caution with which even 
at the high rates manufacturers can be induced to enter into im- 
portant engagements. As to the wages question, it was announced 
that negociations are in progress between the committees of theSouth 
Staffordshire and the North of England Iron Trade Associations, 
with a view to a basis available to both being arrived at.
